SHIPOWNER’S AFFAIRS. 


ASSETS ONLY £50. 


At Cardiff Bankruptcy Court yesterday, 
Mr. Robert W. J. Sutherland, coal exporter 
and shipowner, underwent his publie ex- 
amination. The gross liabilities cre stated 
at £294.775. of which there is expected to 
rank £258,947. The assets totalled only £50, 
a deficiency of £258,897, which is expected to 
be increased by further claims. 

The debtor said that he commenced business 
as a coal exporter, with four or five thousand 
pounds capital. In 1913 he sold his interests 
in the Strath Company for £17,000, and in 
1915 sold his interests in Amaral, Sutherland 
and Co. When the war broke out his busi- 
ness, chiefly in Brazil, ceased, and another 
company—W. J. Sutherland and Co.—was 
formed. He was then worth about £30,000. 

For his interest in the Dornoch Ship pping 
Company he received an additional £13.000 
or £14,000. He received from one firm 
£78,500, which was transferred, and not re- 
corded in his books. If in 1918 he had sold 
certain things he would have netted £1,150,000. 
He compromised a debt of £310,000 in 1921 
by the payment of £81,000 in shares in the 
Merlin Shipping Cor>any and £29,000 in 
cash. There were claims against him for taxes 
amounting to £24,145, including £18,645 for 
super-tax. 

The examination was adjourned,

THE OUTLOOK IN IRELAND. 


MODEL 


\ lecture on “Model and Experimental! 
ugineering ” was delivered before the Eng)- 
veering and Scientific Association of Treland 
‘| University College, Dublin, last night, by 
Mr. Edward Heines, of the Dublin Society 
ut Model Experimenta! Engineers. 

He said that, although the outlook for engi- 
neering as.@ career was not encouraging, the 
\earning to improve or mvent something was 
there, and strove to find expression. To this 
end it was a healthy sign that in most large 
iowns there were now model engineering 
-ocieties. The day would come when model 
and experimental engineering would take its 
lull share in the educational work of the 
cuuntey, and give practical help in the sphere 
of original research. To his mind, it would 
be better if there were more collaboration be- 
iween the scientific mechanic and the experi- 
mental physicist. 

Having pointed out that invention and 
nodel-making went nand-in-hand, the lecturer 
classified model work as follows :—Models 
which are copies of existing prototypes, in- 
ventors’ models and experimental engineering 
work, and models involving scientific research. 

Many slides and models of work carried 
ut in Dublin were shown. 

The prize just offered by the Free State 
Government for an efficient motor engine to 
run on aleohol, the lecturer added, should be 
an incentive to experimental work in Ire- 
and, and also develop the production of 
alcoho] for commercial purposes.

SALARIES.

REMARKABLE LONGFORD 
CASE. 
At a special meeting of the Longford 
County Conneil, Mr. P. J. Hannan, the 


Council's solicitor, wrote stating that he had 
a matter of an urgent nature, which would 
not hold till the ordinary meeting without 
incurring large costs. ‘Doctors M‘Cann, Gray, 
and O'Halloran have served the Council with 
writs of summonses for balances of salaries 
due to them. Dr. M‘Cann sues for a sum of 
£375 8s. from the date of the sealed order of 
the old Local Government Board, 17th No- 
vember, 1920, to 30th June last; Dr. Gray 
for £298 15s. for the same dates, and Dr. 
O'Halloran for £236 5s. 6d. for same period. 
By the sealed order Doctors M‘Cann and 
Gray’s salaries were fixed at £250 a year each, 
and Dr. O’Halloran’s at £230 a year. 

The local Council—the Longford Rural 
District—refused to recognise the sealed order, 
and paid the doctors on the basis of their 
old salaries. In September last the present 
Local Government Department issued a sealed 
order extending the time to two years in 
which the doetors could sue for the salaries 
due to them. Hence the present writs of 
summons. The law as it stood before the 
latter sealed order was issued was that pro- 
ceedings should be brought within six months 
fromthe time the debt became due, and the 
effect of the sealed order leaves no defence to 
the writs except that there is a defence to 
anything due over two years. He considered 
that there would be a substantial sum barred 
by the two years’ limit. His object in writing 
now was to save the Council from useless 
expenses, and he thought that as the law now 
stands, and having regard to the extension of 
time by the present department, there was no 
way out of it but to pay the claims, less what 
was barred. 

The Chairman (Mr. McGuinness)—-I believe 
that the doctors went in for increases of 
salaries and they were refused. Their society 
appealed to the British Local Government 

ard, and they raised their salaries by 
sealed order, but the district councils never 
paid at the increased rates. They only paid 
the old salaries, and now the doctors sue for 
all the balance due. You are responsible now. 

Mr. McGlynn said that it should be made 
a county-at-large charge, as the amalgamation 
scheme had been forced upon them 

Messrs. Kiernan and Reilly 
strongly opposed this proposition.

The story of the íounder oí the Rotunda 
Hospital, Dublin, was related by Sir William 
Smyly yesterday at the annual meeting of 
the Hospital’s Linen Guild. 


The Hotunda Hospital, Sir William said, 
was the first hospital of its ind in Ireland 
Suí its | holomew 


or i  founder ; Dr. 

Moss, started a hospital in Fade street. it 
was an old house and not very suitable, and 
in 1745 Dr. Moss determined to build the 
hospital “é — as the sg Hospital, 

‘Lhoug no money, he a great 
heart, great faith, aud great courage. He 
commenced building on an estimate ot 
£20,000. He had probably not 20,000 pence 
in the world at the time. To pay for the 
building he started entertainments in the 
gardens at the back and other meang of rais- 
ing money from the public. He tried also a 

eme such as had been tried again lately -- 
a big raffle or sweepstake, for which thousands 
of tackets were sold in England 

Dr. Muss went over to London to attend the 
drawing of tickets and the distribution of the 
prizes. When the drawing was over he found 
that the agents for the sale of the tickets had 
bolted with the money, and Dr. Moss was 
not only at a Joss for the expected funds for 
the hospital, but found himself held account- 
able for the prizes. Ha¥ing nothing with 
which to meet the claims he also bolted. He 
was arrested by the authorities when attempt- 
ing to embark at Holyhead, and lodged in a 
prison at Beaumaris. 

The window of his prison overlooked tne 
Menai Straits; the prisoner escaped, and 

lunging into the water swam about for a 
ng time before landing on a remote part of 
oars where he hid for some time. At 
length he got back to Dublin, and the Irish 
Government of that day came to his assist- 
ance and paid his debts. 

“Ever since then.” Sir William Smyly 
went on, ‘‘ we have been pleading for money. 
Every succeeding Master has had to beg for 
funds. We have been able to carry on, but 
never with much to spare.” 

They had had great assistance from one or 
two auxiliaries such as the Linen Guild, which 
was one of the most valuable of them. In 
that hospital they used proportionately more 
linen than the other hospitals used, and their 
washing bill was very heavy. It was £1,600 
a year, and if the Linen Guild would pay 
that the Governors would be very much 
obliged to them. (Laughter.) 

The report, which was read by Mrs. Gibbon 
FitzGibbon, stated that during the past year, 
the first year of the Guild's existence, 156 
members had contributed almost £150, with 
which a large quantity of needed supplies had 
been Pie ol ‘‘As the money comes in, 
we buy what is considered most useful to 
the hospital, avoiding either an idle bank 
eredit or disturbing overdraft.”’ 

The Countess of Fingall, who presided, said 
that tne remark had been made—she thought 
by Lord Rosebery—that the only time money 
really mattered was in time of sickness. It 
therefore behoved those who were hetter off 
to help their podrer brethren in their time 
of direst need. They could do so in no more 
certain or more efficient way than by con- 
tributing to that most necessary part of "She 
equipment of the hospital—the Lanen Guild, 
which was being so energetically and well 
furthered by the ladies engaged in it 

Sir William Smyly moved, and Mr, Garrett 
Walker, K.C., seconded, the adoption of the 
report.

He and four other 
boys ran through fir ditches and managed to 
reach a house some distance off, where they 
got shelter. 

The man with the revolver re-entered Mrs. 
O’Connor’s house and searc for them. He 
took a watch belonging to Mrs. O’Connor’s 
late husband, and when she begged him not 
to carry it away he put it on the floor and 
danced on it. Horan declares that neither 
he nor any of the boys in Mrs. O'Connor's 
house knew anything of the shooting of 
Sergeant Woods at Scartaglin.

I have no 
recollection whatever of the reference to 
fighting it out with mallets, but I was excited, 
because I was convinced that I was going to 
be shot. I believed that I was defending my 
life.”

FARMERS SEEK RELIEF.

i LONDON, Monday. 

Much of the pleasure of a visit to Smithfield 
Cattle Show, at the Agricultural Hall, Isling- 
ton, whieh opened to-day, was dulled by the 
knowledge that every one of the fine animals 
on view is doomed to slaughter within ten 
days of the show. 

In view of the prevalence oí foot-and-mouth 
disease it was on this condition only that the 
Ministry of Agriculture granted licences for 
the removal of the animals to London, The 
regulation had already led to the withdrawal 
of much promising yearling stock; but, all 
things considered, the show was well up to 
standard. 

The Ministry's policy is to be discussed by 
the Council of Agriculture for England on 
Thursday, but meantime the Ministry justifies 
its methods by stating that in countries -where 
a slaughter policy is not adopted ‘‘ the 
of the disease is strewn with severe loss and 
depreciation of livé stock values.” 

Among the exhibiters who will suffer by 
the peguintion is the King. Following a Royal 
tradition, which dates since 1800, Kin 
has sent several ad of cattle from th 
farms at Windsor and King’s Lynn. 

The show was remarkable from the tact 
that, in cousequence of foot-and-mouth disease, 
neither of the champions of the Norwich and 
Birmingham Shows was present, and the 
judges were, accordingly, left with the un- 
usual situation of having to submit an entirely 
fresh animal for the championship, the honour 
having generally ‘fallen in the past to one of 
these winners. 

The exhibition comprises 360 head of cattle. 
174 pens of sheep, and 390 pens of pigs and 
single pigs. : 

The King's Hereford heifer, Clairvoyant 
Jewel, secured first in her class and the breed 
championship and silver cup. 

The handsome Aberdeen-Angus constituted 
the most imposing feature in cattle. A promi- 
nent winner was Major J. A. Morrison Eros 
of Basildon, which attained the premier 
honours in the class for steers above fifteen 
months and not exceeding two vears old. 

Sir Henry Bell's Express was similarly sac- 
cessful in the competition for steers under 
fifteen months. 

Mynthurst Eclipse, also the property of Sir 
Henry Bell, had the distinction of being the 
largest Aberdeen-Angus shown, and was 
beaten in weight by a pound or two by the 
heaviest beast in the show. This massive 
steer is two years and ten months old, and 
turns the scale at 17ewt. 2qr. 231b. He had 
an easy victory in a small class. 

The Welsh classes make a good show. and 
some particularly fine specimens were stalled. 

Shorthorns, though not a very large sec- 
tion, are of excellent quality, the general 
standard of the exhibits seen being unusually 
high. The King and the Prince of Wales are 
both exhibitors in these classes. Among 
heifers not exceeding two years old, the ex- 
hibit from the Prince of Wales’s home farm, 
Clinisland Christabel, a well-balanced . and 
neat-bodied roan. took first prize. 

The Earl of Rosebery scored in the classes 
for steers between two and three years. 

Sheep are an excellent section, the pens 
leaving nothing to be desired either in quality 
or numbers. 

The large entry of pigs shown in the Gilbey 
Hall is another impressive feature, keen com- 
petition marking the judging for the awards 
in most classes. 

In addition to the live stock on exhibition, 
there is a section devoted to the latest de- 
velopment of agricultural machinery. 

The Show remains open till Friday. It was 
visited yesterday afternoon by the King.

BURNED TO DEATH IN BALL 
DRESS.

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GIRL'S WONDERFUL COURAGE. 

An inquest was held yesterday evening upon 
Miss Violet Muriel Centie (23), of Earl street, 
Hastings, who was so seriously burned that 
she died as the result of her dress catching 
fire while she was preparing for a fancy dress 
ball. 

Miss Mary Marshal! said that she was going 
to the bali with Miss Centie, and was in her 
bedroom while she was dressing. Her dress 
came in contact with the, flame of a candle 
and she was immediately énveloped in flames. 
The witness snatched up a blanket, but before 
she could throw it round Miss Centie she had 
rushed from the room. Her first words after 
the flames had heen put out were: ‘‘ You look 
after Mrs. Lock and stay the night with her, 
because her hands are burned.’’ The de- 
ceased girl did not cry out or murmur. 

Frederick Henry Lock said that he was in 
his kitchen with his wife when he heard a 
noise, and upon going into thé passage saw 
the girl running down stairs & mato of 
flames. The flames were put out with coats 
and a rug, and she said to him: “ Mary will 
take me to hospital. You run home; look 
how poor mum's (Mrs. Lock’s) hands are 
burned. .Don't send for mother; let her know 
in the morning.” 

The house surgeon at the Rova) East Sussex 
Hospital said that the deceasea girl was so 
extensively burned that she had difficulty in 
finding an area which was not burned in 
which to insert a hypodermic needle. 

The Coroner, in recording a verdict of 
accidental death, said that the one thing 
which was most marvellous was the wonderful 
courage which the poor girl displayed. She 
did not even cry out; she did not even find 
difficulty in standing up, and insisted upon 
walking to the taxi-cab from the area. She 
came to the hospital. where she stood alone. 
From start to finish she showed the most 
supreme courage. 

I have never, said the Coroner, seen ahy- 
thing to equal it in my experience. She 
showed an heroic disposition, and, notwith- 
standing the terrible agony, her first thought 
was for other people and not for hérself.

mainly came through the violin, the 
“ Adagio,” a movement where feeling «nd 
impulse‘ most nearly entered into this 


violinist’: musical vision. But the Sonata, es 
a whole, was hardly conveyed with the full 
warmth and wealth of sentiment that should 
be discovered in Brahms. 

In the Waldstein Sonata in C major— 
perhaps the noblest and most heroic of all 
the Beethoven pianoforte sonatas—there 
were many individual poiats to question and 
to admire, according to one’s own conception 
of the work. This pianist has a splendid 
left-hand technique. In the Allegro the bass 
rhythm, lit up by the flashing three-note 
idea, was splendid, while the mysterious 
“ Adagio'” opening was highly satisfying. 
The lovely thematic changes of the fnele 
came with their wonted appeal, and were 
nice in touch and phrase. The pianist gave 
it with a single-minded idea of interpretation, 
and on the whole with distinction, inclining 
to definite light and shade, rather than to 
nuances of degree.

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MUSTARD GAS _ IN 
WARFARE, 
netics 
CLAIMS OF BRITISH CHEMISTS. 


The claims of Dr. H. Levinstein and Pro- 
féssor A. G. Green in respect of mustard gas 
were investigated by the Royal Commission on 
Awards. to Inventors, sitting under Mr. 
Justice Tomlin, at; the Law Courts, London, 
yesterday. The statement, oí claim stated that 
the invention related to. the process oí manu- 
facture of a toxic product to be used in 
chemical warfare. It was called mustard gas, 
and had never previously been suggested or 
manufactured. for.chemical. warfare, and was 
the only product of this class which was used 
by the British Army. 

The process of the applicants. made it pos- 
sible to produce this product on a scale com- 
mensurate with military demands, “without 
casualties to personnel, at & time when all 
| other attempts to produce. this, or any similar 

product, in fn land had failed,.and.wiren the 
' manufacture of this weapon of chemical ‘war- 
fare. in England was in {oe of being aban- 
doned. The gas was made on a large scale at 
the works of the British Dyestuffs Corporation 
at’ Blackley, Manchester, and at the -Govern- 
ment factory at Avonmouth, Bristol. 

At .the, request oí the Government the 
applicants supplied all information at. their 
disposal to the Governments of the United 
States and Italy free of charge, and thus en- 
abléd their product to be manufactured ‘on an 
immense scale without delay. The. applicants 
charged no - manufacturing pfofit’ and no 
rdyaity in supplying the Government. 

Opening the case for the applicants; Sir 
Duncan Kerly said that mustard.gas was the 
stuff which the Germans first: presented to us, 
and used with great effect at the beginning of 
their advance in March, 1918, and whieh .we 
learned to make and returned to the Germans 
in much greater quantities, with overwhelm- 
ing effect, in September, 1918. The claimants 
were two great chemists, neither of whom had 
received. one penny or any acknowledgment 
in respect of the part they played in the pro- 
duction of mustard gas. he British Dye- 
stuffs Corporation, although they were paid, 
had made a Joss on the whole‘ transaction. 

Sir Duncan went on to say that it was not 
claimed. by Dr. Levinstein and Professor 
Green that they -invented~ a new product. 
What they did was to make it possible to 
produce it in quantities by a works process, 
whereas previously it had only béen produced 
by a laboratory process. The claimants had 
set going. a process which nobody else could 
do, and attempts to do which elsewhere had 
resulted in a tale of casualties among work- 


people.
